THE SAGE DYNAMITING. 


Laidiaw Tells How the Banker Used Him 
as a Shield. 

New York, March 11.—|By the Asso- 
clated Press.] The Coroner today be- 
gan an investigation into the cause of 
the death of Norton and Norcross, the 
men killed im the dynamite explosion 
in Russell Sage’s office on December 4 
last. The only testimony of interest 
was that of William R. Laidlaw, who 
claims that Sage put him between the 
bemb-thrower and himself. Laidlaw 
was most seriously injured, and is now 
suing Sage for heavy damages for plac- 
in such danger. 

ussell Sage was the next on the 
stand. He contradicted Laidlaw’s 
statemeut that he was grasping his 
hand at the time the explosion occurred. 
Laidlaw, he said, was at the other end 
of a long table, against which he leaned 
and the door was between them. 

The jury brought in a verdict that 
orcross came to his death by 
the explosion of a combustible dropped 
by himself, and also finding that Ben- 
jamin Norton came to his death at the 
same time and place by the same ex- 
plosion. The jury recommended that 
the Legislature pass a law immediately 
making it. an offense punishable by im- 
prisonment for any person to carry any 
object whatsoever capable of destroy- 
ing life and property, without proper 
authority.

HORROR 


Horrible Colliery Disaster in 
Belgium. 


Nearly Two Hundred Miners Killed 
by an Explosion. 


Rescuers Bringing the Dead and 
Maimed to the Surface. 


Other Foreign News—The Salvation Army 
asa Factor in Kaglish Legislation 
~Severe Sentence of a 
Blackmaller. 


By Telegraph to The Times. 

Brussers, March 11.—[By Cable and 
Associated. Press.| An accident oc- 
curred today in acolliery near Char- 
leroi, which it is feared will result in 
great loss of life. Two hundred miners 
were employed in the coal pit, when 
there wasa térrific explosion of fire- 
damp. The fate of most of the impris- 
oned workmen is unknown. Efforts are 
being made to rescue any who may have 
survived the explosion. 

The explosion was at the Ander Louis 
colliery, in which 200 men were at 
work. Only three of these, thus far, | 
have reached the mouth of the pit in 

if any, who survived 
the shock of the explosion, are apt to 
meet their death from choke-damp, as 
with the destruction of the elevator it 
is impossible to rid the mine of gases, 

A large force of volunteers is at 
work ciearing the mouth of the mine of 


the débris in order to reach the impris- 
oned miners. .A large number of ihe 
miners were married and their families 
and friends are congregated at the pit 
mouth, frantic with grief. 

The shock from the explosion re- 
sembled an earthquake. The rescuers 
soon descended, and after a lon, inter- 
val of weary suspense brought to the 
surface thirty or forty unfortunates, all 
either dead or seriously injured. A 
great sheet of flame must have shot 
tnrough the mines, as the miners’ eye- 
lashes and hair were &Qll singed off. The 
party again descended and has not been 
heard from since. 

Later particulars regarding the ex- 
plosion show that it occurred in a gal- 
lery 400 feet below the surface, where 
270 men were working. Of this num- 
ber forty escaped by means of the sec~ 
ondshaft, and sixteen others were res- 
cued in a fatally injured condition, It 
is feared that of the menin the mine 
200 have been killed. 

Later--The crowd increased as the 
day wore on. Rescuers began to come 
to the surface a few ata time bearing 
one or two mangled forms. The scenes 
usually incident to such disasters were 
reénacted with, if possible, more than 
usual intensity. The work of the res- 
cuers was greatly retarded by noxious 
gases still remaining in the mine. 
‘There is hardly a shadow of hope that 
any of the men who were ig™“the mine 
at the time of the explosion are now 
alive. 


ARCHBISHOP IRELAND. 


The Pope Defends Him and will Confer on 
Hima Ked Hat, 

Rome, March 11.—[By Cable and Asso- 
ciated Press.] The following isthe text 
of the article in the Osservatore Romano, 
the papal organ, sustaining Archbishop. 
Ireland: 

German and Italian liberal papers have 
tried to findin the writings and acts of 
Archbishop Ireland some support for their 
ideas and doctrines. They pretend that 
the distinguished American prelate dis- 
agreed with the Vatican on the most im- 
portant questions now agitating religious 
and civil society, and they publish extracts 
from an oration which they pretend Arch- 
bishop Ireland delivered at Baltimore in 
1889, claiming. to. see therein an attack 
upon the temporal powers of the Pope. 
These newspapers deceive their readers; 
perhaps they would deceive themselves, 
The words attributed to Archbishop Ireland 
were fictions of a Protestant writer.in the 
Pall Mall Gazette in December, 1889, who 
reported the Archbishop's speech with the 
aduition of his own fantastic comments. 

The continental journals translated the 
article, ascribing the whole of it to Arch- 
bishop Ireland. Itis a question which is 
the more wonderful, the bold effrontery or 
surprising folly of such journals. If they 
wish to know Archbishop Ireland's real 
sentiments toward the Holy See and its in- 
dependence they should read the remarka- 
ble speech which the archbishop delivered 
at St. Paul, Minn.. on the occasion of the 
jubilee in honor of His Holiness. Pope Leo 
XIII. The speech bears evidence of having 
been entirely aspontaneous effusion of his 
heart, without pressure of any interests 
upon the speaker, anditis only truth and 
justice, moreover, to the archbishop to say

Native Shrubs of Southern California. _ 
S. Van Dyke. 

Among the evergreen shrubs of the 
lowlands none make a more handsome 
or imposing show than the heteromels 
or photinia, called by the Mexicans 
“fusica.’? Its bright leaves, dark green 
dbove with a lightershade beneath, are 
of the same color and brightness almost 
the whole year through, and the white 
terminal panicles that make such a 
contrast with the green in summer are 


changed late in the fall into large clus- 


ters of berries, as bright and gay as 
those of the mountain ash, covering the 
whole green with a blaze of red during 
the winter. It grows to a height of 
fifteen feet, and by a little training can 
be made into a tree of twenty feet or 
more in height, more brilliant and 
shapely than the mountain ash ever is. 
Growing on the driest hillsides in great 
beauty, it needs but a minimum of care 
and watering to make it excel in con- 
tinuous beauty the fairest of our im- 
ported shrubs, though some of them 
may for a time show more splendor. 


An Opinion as to the Distance to Set Trees, 
(CaHfornia Fruit Grower. ] 

John Rock, one of the most successful 
of our nurserymen, gives the followin 
as the proper distance to set orehart 
trees: Standard apples, 25 to 85 feet 
apart each way; standard pears, 20 to 
25 feet; strong-growing cherries, 20 to 
25 feet; Duke and Morello cherries, 18 
to 20 feet; standard plums and prunes, 
18 to 20 feet; apricots, peachesand nec- 
tarines, 18 to 20 feet; grapes, 7 to 10 
feet; currants and gooseberries, 4 to 6 
feet; raspberries, 3 to 4 by 5 to 7 feet; 
strawberries for field culture, 1 to 1\ 
by 8 to 4 feet; strawberries for garden 
culture, 1 to 2 feet apart. We believe 
in giving trees and plants plenty of 
room. They will grow better, bear 
more abundantly, live longer and im- 
poverish the soil less.

A Fearless Judiciary. 

If all magistrates were as prompt in 
sitting down upon*disreputable attor- 
neys and jury-fixers as is Judge Ross, of 
the United States District Court, there 
would be less scandal about the admin- 
istration of justice and the judicial er- 
mine would be jnvested with its proper 
sanctity. 

Unfortunately our county. and town- 
ship magistrates owe their positions to 
politics and hold office for limited 
terms. The judges and justices are 
only human, and they cannot get en- 
tirely away from the influence of poli- 
tics or assert that independence which 
would be possible under other circum- 
stances. Hence, when a grand jury 
falls down before a political boss of 
acknowledged shrewdness and power 


‘the Superior Court has not the nerve to 


take up the ‘matter in earnest and see 
that justice is meted out in the premi- 
ses the same as it would be ifsome poor 
vagabond and his crooked acts were in 
question. 

If a life tenure of office weuld make 
all of our judges as upright and fear- 
less as Judge Ross we would be in 
favor of adopting that system in the. 
choice of Superior judges... But proba- | 
bly this would not suffice. There is a 


great deal, after all, in the man who is | 


chosen as judge. 

It seems passing strange, however, 
that so many men who fill these posi- 
tions are willing to jog along in the old 
conventional rut, winking at dishon- 
esty in high places. when, “by the exer- 
cise of a little sterling integrity, they 
might place themselves head and 
shoulders above their fellows, and make 
a great name for themselves. Am ab- 
solutely fearless and independent judge 
upon the Superior bench, would 


j} use the prestige of his position to 


stamp out political corruption and 
crookedness in the practice of the law 
would not hide his light under a bushel.

The Foothill Road. 

The flood of trade and travel that 
constantly pours into the city from the 
Cahuenga country should insure a good 
road for its accommodation, and yet the 
road in that direction is, in places, very 
poor. Temple road, within the city, and 
its extension west, the foothill road, if 
put in order would afford one of the 
most delightful drives anywhere to be. 
foundin this country. Temple road, 
though in the city, is not calculated for 
the special accommodation of citizens 
living along that route, but it is the es- 
pecialline of access to the City for 
thousands of people living outside of the 
corporation. Not only would the Ca- 
huénga Valley be benefited by putting 
this road in order, but the people of 
San Fernando Valley, as well, would be 
greatly accommodated by it. This foot- 
hill drive could be put in good condi- 
tion all the way to Santa Monica at 
comparatively smallexpense, It would 
be the least costly of ‘‘boulevards,’’ if 
considered in that light, and the an- 
thorities of the city, and of 
the county, can well afford to be- 
stow upon this great thoroughfare the 
needed attention to make it what 
nature designed it to be—a beautiful 
aud attractive drive. This road was 
laid out in 1877 and was, even then, 
supposed to be, or to become, a favor- 
ite line for travel between the city and 
the sea. A good share of this road is 
by. nature always in order and as 
smooth as any house floor; but other 
portions, from neglect, are in a deplor- 
able condition. The grade on Temple 
road being made of soft clay, readily 
cuts up, and is found, after a storm, as 
rough as achopsea. This is all within 
the city limits and the city officials 
may properly be held responsible for 
it. The population which uses this 
Temple street entrance to the city all 
lies to the north of it and cannot enter 
the city by any other route without go- 
ing far out of ‘their way and overa 
rougher and much more inconvenient 
route. The head of the Cahuenga Val- 
ley is immediately at the western ter- 
minus of Temple street and this is the 
natural access of that valley.to Los 
Angeles. 


Or this proposition there will be no 
dispute, viz.: It isthe common object 
of all citizens,.and of the city, to secure 
a permanent, reliable and adequate 
supply of good water at fairrates. How 
best to do this is the question of the 
hour. Even if it could be done by the 
municipal ownership and’ management 
of the water system, that plan is out of 
the question, because the city has not 


the available means for that object, nor |

The Saloon Question at Glendale. 

Los ANGELES, March 10.—[To the Editor’ 
of THE TiIMEs.] The issue between the peo- 
ple of certain precincts of this county and 
in regard to saloon li-

the responsibility of deciding as. to the 
number of saloons (if any) that should 
exist in their precinct, and upon the Super. 
visors devolved the mere executive duty of 
carry Poems the will of the people, thus 
clearlv expressed. Of course events show 
that this was not the correct idea of. the 
law at all; the majority was not to rule in 
this matter, but, according to Supervisor 
Davis, it was a law for revenue, not for pro- 
tection! The query naturally arises, how- 
ever, if the clause of the ordinance quoted 
above was not intended to be prohibitory 
in a precinct when two-thirds of the voters 
wished it to be so. why was‘it created? ~ 

“If so soon it was done for, 
What was it ever begun for?" 

The assertion that these protests were 
circulated and signed by hibitionists 
only, or in greater part,is rankest non- 
sense. Among the signers, the Prohibi-. 
tionists were conspicuously in the minority. 
To particularize: A protest came'in from 
Glendale precinct with the namesof 177 
voters upon it. The total vote of that pre- 
cinct at the last election was 229 The to. 
tal Prohibition vote wasabout 36. Pro. 
hibitionists are not noticeably more nu- 
merous now in that precinct than 
they were then. The -action of our 
Board of Supervisors on this license ques- 
tion, however, may have made some re- 
cruits for the Prohibition ranks, Republi- 
cans, Democrats and Prohibitionists ll 
aided in the circulation of the petition, and 
a majority of these three parties in the 
precinct signed it. Names were scratched 
off this and other petitions by order of the 
board (or with its assent) because of tech- 
nical irregularities which would not have 
prevented the person represented from 
voting at any election in.the county, a 
mis-spelled hame on the Great Register, in 
one instance, disfranchising a well-known 
citizen whose vote was accepted by the 
judges of the last election, not- 
withstanding the clerical error. A 
great many names were taken off 
because the residences of signers 
did not appear on the Register. as 
being in the precinct where the protest 
came from, although they could prove a 


residence there of several months’ dura: |. 


tion. 

All technical points were decided in favor 
of applicants for licenseg; the protestants 
were given the benefit of none. One wit- 
ness testified that his name was on a pro- 
test without his authority and upon the 
strength of this one man’s testimony dis- 
credit was thrown upon all the signers of 
all the petitions!

The tariff discussion in 
the eucé today was more than usually 
interesting, and there were several 
lively passages which forcibly reminded 
one of the fierce political» scenes of the 
last Congress, when this all-absorbing 
issue was at the front, The speeches of 
today on both sides were well fortified 
and listened to with a great deal of at- 
tention bythe members. The somewhat 
unique spectacle of the largest individ- 
ual woolem manufacturer in the United 
States arguing in favor of the Free 
Wool Lill was presented, when Mr. 
Stevens of Massachusetts took the floor 
in support of the Springer bill. Dem- 
ocrats paid close attention to his re- 
marks, greeting his arguments with ap- 
plause, No less flattering was the at- 
tention paid Mr. Montgomery of Ken- 
tucky, and colloquies in which he became 
engaged during the day showed him an 
able defender of the work of the com- 
mittee. 

Mr. Brookshire of Indiana took occa- 
sion'in the course of his speech to de- 
nounce the so-called reciprocity scheme 
of the Republican party asa delusion 
and snare. 

Mr. Ray of New York, the chief Re- 
ublican orator of the dav, succeeded 
n provoking more than the usual parti- 

san strife, and it looked for a time as 
though his altercations with Represent- 
ative Meredith of Virginia might surpass 
parliamentary bounds.

FIFTY-SECOND CONGRESS. 


House.—Among the petitions pre- 
sented were memorials urging Congress 
to pass a law to prevent the landing of 
criminals and pauper immigrants, to 
' revise the naturalizttion laws and to 
submit a cohstitutionnl amendment pro- 
viding that no State shall grant the 
right of suffrage to any person nota 
citizen of the United States. , 

The House went into committee of the 
whole on the Free Wool Bill, and was 
addressed by Mr. Stevens of Massa- 
chusetts. e believed the pending bill 
would benefit alike the manufacturers 
of woolen goods and the great mass of 
the American people who consumed 
them, The abolition of the duty on 
wool did not mean necessarily a smaller 
demand or lower prices for American 
wool. It meantthat both American wool 
and foreign could be used to the best pos- 
sible advantage for the purposes to which 
each was best adapted, and that they 
could be mixed in proper propoitions 
in allsorts of fabrics. It meant that 
more wool would be used than was used 
today, because foreign wool, with less 
duty on it, would take the place of 
shoddy and other imitations, and more 
genuine woolen goods would be sold to 
the American buyers, and it might 
mean inthe future, perbaps, also the 
opening of anew marketto American 
manufacturers. Reduced taxes and 
lower prices always meant increased 
consumption. 

Mr. Montgomery of Kentucky then 
took the floor in support of the meas- 
ure. 

Mr. Montgomery having concluded his 
speech, he was followed by Mr. Brook- 
shire of Indiana. He made a strong ar- 
gument, largely made up of statistical 
analysis and devoted his attention 
chiefly to the contention that it deprived 
labor of protection. By statistics he 
went on to show that the bill gave more 
protection than the entire labor cost of 
producing the goods in the United 
States. 

Mr. Ray of New York said the Demo- 
cratic party on the tariff question was 
the great American political. and hypo- 
critical crab with ten legs reaching in 
all directions [laughter.} It was so 
weak in the joints that it had nota 
bingle pair on which it could stand 
alone. If anything were wanting to 
show that the Democratic party, as a 
party, was for free trade, the favorable 
report on this bill has supplied the 
proof. The party cry was that it 
wanted free raw materials, and they 
classed wool asa raw material. They 
absolutely ignored the fact that eight- 
tenths of the value of a pound of wool 
represented human labor and skill. 
‘The Democratic party in the House did 
not know what to do with its immense 
majority secured by false pretenses and 
stupendous lying. It was the most un- 
manageable y ever assembled in the 
capital of any nation since the days of 
the French revolution. Political death 
stared more than half the Democratic 
members in the face, The political 
kindergarten from Massachusetts prom- 
ised sound finances and an honest dol- 


lar; the sockless'statesman from Kan- 


sas promised carloads of cheap money 
to every constituent free of cost. 

In the course of his speech, while he 
was citing figures regarding the price 
of wool under the policy of protection 
and of “low tariff, Mr. Ray was fre- 
quently interrupted with questions by 
Mr. Pendleton of West Virginia, Mr.. 
Simpsonand others, Finally Mr: Ray 
stated that he was not a teacher in the 
Democratic kindergarten and would not 
be further interrupted by gentlemen 
who could find all the information they 
wanted in the proper books. He fur- 
ther: intimated that the questioners 
were sadly in need of information. 

Mr. Meredith of Virginia replied that 
although they might need information 
siaardlig the tariff, they did know the 
courtesy that ought to obtain between 
gentlemen. [Sensation.] 

Mr. Ray thonght he could show as 
much courtesy to members as the gen- 
tleman from West Virginia showed

CENSUS FIGURES. 
Ten Years of the Wool Industry in Cali- 
fornia. \ 

Wasuineton, March 11.—[By the As- 
sociated Press.] Superintendent Por- 
ter has issued a census bulletin on the 
wool industry. A comparative state- 


-ment of the yearsof 1880 and 1890 


gives the following facts concerning 
the industry in California: In 1880 
there were nine woolen manufacturing 
establishments in California, and in 
1890 there were fifteen. The value of 
land, buildings and machinery in 1890 
was $1,875,000, and for thesame year 


| the assets were $1;120,877-> The mis- 


cellaneous expenses were $171,571. 
There were employed in 1880 708 
males above 16 years. of age, and 987 
in 1890; there were 108 females above 
15 yearsof agein 1880, and 418 in 
1890; 19 children were employed in 
1880, and 24 in 1890. The total 
amount paid in wagesin 1880.was 
$334,318, andten years later $331,- 
718. The cost of material used in 1880 
was $997,539, and in 1890 $828,771. 
The total value of the products in 1880 
was $1,364,858, and in 1890 $1,428,- 
280. 

The census bulletin on hemp produc- 
tion shows that the total acreage 
devoted to the cultivation of hemp in 
the United States in 1889 was 25,054 
acres. The production of fiber was 
115,511 tons, valued at $1,102,602,

WasHineton, March 11.—The_ sub- 
committee of the House Mining Com- 
mittee, to which was referred the 
Geary and Caminetti minirfy bills, has 
agreed upon a substitute in the shape. of 
a measure introduced by the latter with 
suggestions from the War Department 
added, providing that its provisions 
shall be enforced ‘‘under the supervision 
of the Chief of Engineers and directions 
of the Secretary of War.’’ It also con- 
tains, at the request of. the committee 
representing the California Miners’ 
Convention, a clause providing for a tax 
of 8 percent. on the gross output of 
hydraulic mines to be expended in build- 
ing and maintaining dams.

Almost in the twinkling of an eye, yes- 
terday atternoon, the life of Charlie Golds- 
borough, son of J. C. Goldsborough, a well- 
known resident of Congress street, was 
brought to an end at the orange orchard of 
the Richardson ranch, about a mile south- 
east of town. 

. Young Goldsborough, who had not yet 
attained his majority, was in the employ of 
the Earl Fruit Company. He had brought 
a load of oranges from the ranch to the 
warehouse near Raymond station. Hethen 
started back with a big load of empty 
boxes. Just as he entered the orchard one 
of the boxes fell off with a crash. This 
frightened the spirited animals, and they 
started off ata terrific pace between the 
trees and over the plowed ground. Sev 
eral ranch hands, who happened to be near. 
by, were horrified to see Goldsborough 
thrown from his seat in front. In 
some manner his left toot was 
caught beneath the wagon and he 
’ was dragged about 100 yards, until the 
= struck atree and snapped off about 
alf way up. Thewagonend of the pole 
struck the ground andthe momentum was 
so great that the entire front part of the 
heavy vehicle was raised some six feet and 
lodged in the lower branches of the tree. 

The shock released Goldsborough's foot. 
He rose to his feet, went a few steps, then 
staggered and fell before anyone could 
reach his side. He wastenderly borne to 
the shade of atree near by. It was real- 
ized that he was fatally hurt and in less 
than ten minutes he breathed his last. 
Once or twice he asked for water. These 
were the only words he uttered. When the 
reporter visited the scene an hour later 
the body rested beneath the tree awaiting 
the arrival of the Coroner. 

The news of the sad accident proved a 
terrible shock to Mrs. Goldsborough and 
the other members of the family. It was 
several hours before they knew that the re- 
sult had been fatal. Mr. Goldsborough was 
away atthe time. The deceased was a pop- 
ular young man, of energetic hanits, who 
was highly esteemed by his employers and 
his associates. :

The meeting of the Common Council on 
Thursday afternoon was very interesting, 
as the report. of the expert, I. T. 
Johnson, appointed by the Council to 
look into the matter of water rates, was 
filed and discussed. Judge R. B. Canfield 
appeared for the water company and Coun- 
cilman C. E. Sherman asked him some very 
direct questions. Mr. Canfield spoke at 
length on the proposed rates and insisted 
that at the proposed rates the in- 
vestment of the money in the water 
company would not be 5 r cent. 
He saidthat the report of said Johnson 
fixed the income of the company at $21,576, 
which is not sufficient. Last vear the rev- 
enue was $22,000; the expenses, neces- 
sary, were $11,000; the net ‘returns $10,- 
810. Atthe rates of last year the returns 
but 5 per cent. on 500.000, which 

less tham the works cost. Mr. Canfield 
quoted the meter rates of other cities. He 
said the company does not charge the 
churches or collect for public fountains, 
that the rates for families are as low as it 
. is possible to furnish water. 


tion: Would not the rates as scheduled if 
enforced bring more revenue than the 
company is now collecting? . 

Mr. Canfield. No, sir, we would get 
$21,760, which is not as much as we paid 
last. year, and last year we did not make 5 
per cent. on the investment.

The citrus fair in Los Angeles has closed 
and the citrus-producing section of Orange 
county has a more unenviable reputa- 
tion today than it had ten days ago, and the 
cause of such an unfavorable state of af- 
fairs may be laid at the door of the citrus 
fruit-growers. The Orange county exhibit 
was not a. fair representation of the 
coanty's product in that line. There is far 
better fruit today in scores of Orange 
county orchards than was placed on exhi- 
bition in Hazard’s Pavilion for thousands 
of people to inspect and finally condemn. 
To the citizens who labored so earnestly to 
make the exhibit from the baby county a 
success all credit should be given. The de- 
sign was a beautiful one, and lf the fruit- 
growers had responded when they were 
solicited forsamples from their orchards 
the 40,000 people who gazed in open- 
mouthed wonder at the many grand dis- 
plays made would have pointed to the 
Orange county exhibit as one of the finest 
entered for competition. 

THE TIMES reporter visited the fair and 
was asked by scores of men if the fruit in 
Orange county was all frozen or destroyed 
by ‘the scale, thatthe exhibit remained in 
such an unfinished state. But one answer 
could be given, and that was that there 
was plenty of good fruit in the county, but 
| the growers lacked the enterprise to place 
it on exhibition. One gentleman there 
said: “Some people can never see the 
least benefit to be derived from exhibiting 
their products to the thousands of 
strangers constantly visiting this State.”’ 
Another said: “I know Orange county to 
be rich in resources, but there is the queer- 
est set of people down there lever saw in 
my life. They seem to be wrapped up in 
themselves and yet divided on most all 
public affairs of any considerable mo- 
ment.’’ 

The remarks upon the streets here in 
Santa Ana and in Los Angeles have been 
anything but complimentary toward the 
county’s citrus fruit-growers. It would 
have taken but a small amount of fruit 
from each of the many orchards to have 
made a display that all could have pointed 
to with pride and which would have been 
of great benefit to the county. or rep- 
resentation is worse than no representa- 
tion at all, andthe almost unanimous ver- 
dict of the people from this locality who 
visited the fairis that the Orange owes § 
representation was very poor, indeed. 
With a little of Redlands’ enterprise and 
Riverside’s business sagacitv injected into 
the system of our fruit-growers the county 
would develop as it never has before. It is 
ashame that the exhibit was not made 
worthy of the county it represented and 
the thousands of people who visited the 
fair made to -understand, as they should, 
that the products 6f Orange county are not 
inferior to those of any other county in the

CAHUENGA VALLEY. 


The Large Profits of the Winter Veg- 
etable Business. 


Green Peas Versus Oranges—Prices in the 
San Francisco Markets—The Dummy 
Line to Resume Operations 

—Fine Olive Oil. 


The product of Riverside’s 6000 acres for 
1890 was $1,500,000. If the frostless 
belt of the Cahuenga from Los Angeles to 
the sea had Riverside’s irrigating system it 
would produce crops of equal value on an 
equal area beginning a few months after 
planting. Peas and beans planted in Sep- 


tember are ready for market in December 


and January, say in four months, so that 
growers do not have to wait long for re- 
turns. Growers of winter vegetables who 
have water will average the year about 
$350 net per acre. 

Last month Hammel & Denker received 
returns on tomatoes and peas shipped to 
McDonogh & Johnson of San Francisco. 
The ripe tomatoes sold at $1.75 a box and 
the green ones at $1.25. The green peas 
sola at from 10 cents to 124% cents a pound. 
On the 4th of this month the Judson Fruit 
Company of San Francisco quoted green 
peas at 10 cents per pound; string beans 
(none in the market,) 25 to 30 cents; green 
peppers, 50 cents; tomatoes, $1.50 to $2 
per twenty-pound box. The market for 
peas had risen owing toso few coming to 
hand. Only ten sacks had been received in 
San Francisco the previous day, and six 
sackson the day the letter was written. 
This shows what a market there is for 
Cahuenga winter vegetables. 

THE TIMES recently published a statement 
from a Pomona paper showing the cost of 
orange land there and the returns which 
might be expected. The land was quoted 
at $200 an acre, and the net profit in five 
years overall expenses of ten acres at 
$7827.80. Taking Cahuenga frostless land, 
which may be had atthe same price, and 
reckoning green peas, string beans and 
tomatoes_at only 8 cents a pouad net, and 
4000 pounds to the acre, gives $320 — 
acre. Allowing $120 for expenses, this 


first crop would be harvested in April and 
would pay for the land, leaving the owner 
a profit of $8000 and interest at the end of 
five years, which beats orange growing. 


The average yield of winter vegetables in- 


this section is about as follows: Tomatoes, 
8 tons per acre; beans, 1 ton; peas, 2 tons;. 
cabbage, 10 tons; caulifiower, 10 tons. 

The Chicago and other Eastern markets 
for winter vegetables are higher than San 
Francisco and the demand practically lim. 
itless.

Green peas are being shipped daily from 
here to Chicago and San Francisco in 
greater quantitiesthan ever before. Mc.

They have 
cleared $2000 so far this season. 

All crops are flourishing. Barley is knee 
high with no sign of heading as yet. 

Two new houses are going up in the Weid 
tract. 

The Nichel Plate Dummy Railroad will 
resume operations in a week or two. The 
engines are being repaired in Los Angeles. 

Eucalyptus trees have lately been planted 
on the borders of all the streets in Dayton 
Heights. This willina very few years add 
greatly to their attractiveness. 

A large number of residences are be 
built on the hills in the northwestern part 
of Los Angeles. People are being attracted 
to this part of the city on account of its 
freedom from malarial diseases and the 
magnificent view to be obtained. 

But three things are wanting to make 
Cahuenga the most popular and populous 
valley inthe world—a perfect irrigation 
system, plenty of good roads, and a rail- 
road with transcontinental connections—all 
of which can easily be obtained by con- 
certed action on the part of its present in- 
habitants.

RAILROAD AFFAIRS. 


How Work is Progressing in 
Lower California. 


The Railroads That Will Give Out 
Information of Accidents. 
The Southern Pacific’s New Train 
Service to Redlands. 


An Important Improvement on the Yama

‘Ruan Again—Local Rall.

Word comes from San Diego that the 
surveying parties which have been at 
work onthe Peninsula Railroad in Lower 
California for the past four months will 
close their labors today at Agua Blanco. 
The survey ofthe Peninsula Railroad, 
200 miles in length, from San Diego to 
San Quintin, willthen be finished. The 
two parties, numbering thirty-three 
men all told, will return to the cotn- 
pany’s offices in San Diego, by way .of 
Ensenada, where the men will be tem- 
porarily discharged, save the staff of 
engineers, who will remainin the office 
tocomplete the plans and specifica- 
tions, and send the same to London and 
the City of Mexico to be reported upon. 
At San Quintin the work is said to be 
progressing as rapidly as can be éx- 
pected. Itisalso said that track lay- 
ing will be resumed next Monday motn- 
ing, and the first section of twenty 
miles of the road will be completed and 
eauipped by April 1. It‘s stated that 
during the past twelve months the com- 
pany kes expended $150,000 in cash 
without as yet receiving any benefit 
either in subsidy.of freight. The cost 
of constructing and equipping the 
twenty miles of road will bs about 


$400,000. 


REPORTING RAILROAD ACCIDENTS.

They seem to think that it is 
proper to withhold the truth, if it is sad 
or not, as long as possible, to deceive 
and misrepresent. Some time ago a 
leading road entering Chicago had an 
accident in that State and many pas- 
sengers were mangled and killed. But 
the general agent of the road there for 
hours insisted that the published reports 
were wrong, that there was no acci- 
dent and that all was well. Such men 
have no business on a railroad.

YOUTHFUL THIEVES. 


Dangerous Criminals Captured 
by the Police. 


Several Heavy Robberies Committed 
by a Couple of Boys. 


Rooms at the Coronado Hotel En- 
tered and Jewelry Taken. 


The Youngsters Employed at the House— 
A Clever Piece of Detective Work 
by Auble and Benson— 
Their Capture. 


Detectives Auble and Benson of the 


“police department made the best catch 


of the year yesterday atternoon in the 
persons of a couple of boys aged 17 
and 18 years respectively. The boys 
are named Arthur Thieme, alias Frank 
Smith, and Harry Boswell. 

For some time past they have acted 
as bell boys at the Coronado Hotel, and 
while ‘hopping bells’? they conceived 
the idea of becoming bold burglars, and 
fora time they were most successful. 
A number of small articles in the shape 
of jewelry were successfully ‘‘swiped’’ 
from rooms, but the boys were not sus- 
pected until about a month ago, when a 
$400 diamond was stolen from a guest’s 
room. 

The detectives believed that Thieme 
was the thief, but they failed to secure | 
any evidence and nothing was done. 
The boys were not even discharged, and 
tendays ago a $700 theft was com- 
mitted. Two diamond rings, one a fine 
solitaire and a cluster, and several 
hundred dollars in cash were missing, 
and everything pointed to Thieme as 
the thief. 

The detectives made it so warm for 
him that he _— up his position and 
left town suddenly. -No attention was 
paid to the other boy and he left at the 
same time. 

A full description of Thieme was sent 
to Chief Glass, and Detectives Auble 
and Benson were detailed to look out 
for him. They fond him on Los Ange- 
les street early yesterday afternoon in 
company with the Boswell boy, and 
both were taken into custody. Thicme 
declared that he never was in San 
Diego, and swore that his name is 
Frank Smith, but the detectives were 
positive thatthey were on the right 
track, so they conducted the boys to the 
central station, where they were put 
under a close examination. 

The boys soon weakened and admitted 
everything. They informed the detect- 
ives that they had sold two of the dia- 
monds from the cluster ring to a promi- 
nent Spring street jeweler and he was 
sem for. 

He identified the boys at once and in- 
formed the officers that the boys called 
at his store day before yesterday and 
offered him two diamonds. He ques- 
tioned them -closely and Thieme told 
him that his father gave him the dia- 
monds some time ago. He then bought 


them, as he believed the boys were teH- } 


ing the truth. 4 

Some of the other diamonds were 
found, but the big one is still missing. 
The detcctivés are confidehit, however, 
that they will be able to secure it in a 
few days. 

The San Diego authorities were noti- 
fied.and tne boys will be taken back to- 
day. Itis a most important capture, 
as the detectives had a poor description 
of Thieme and did noteven know that 
he had a pal.

His 
lecture opened with aclever paraphrase 
onthe letters of Pliny. the younger, 
written to Tacitus, giving an account of 
the eruption, which is the only con- 
temporaneous record that has come 
down tous. The first slide showeda 
picture of the mountain from the bay, 
and the ncxt was a picture of Vesuvius 
restored, or as it appeared centuries 
ago, before the present formation. 

r. Spaulding then outlined the 
theory of volcanic action which now ob- 
tains among scientific men, which 
is not that there is within the 
bowels of the earth a mass of molten 
matter, but that the heat caused by the 
grinding and crushing of the earth's 
crust as it slowly cools fuses the rocks 
and causes the lava, while the same 
contraction produces an upward thrust 
which brings the molten matter to the 
surface of the earth. Several views of 
the eruption of 1872 were shown, one 
a copy of a painting made at the time 
by an artist in Naples. The others 
were views of the volcano by day and 
by night during the period of its ac- 
tivity. The night scene was incon- 
ceivably grand. The dense masses of 
cloud threw back the lurid glare of the 
lava beds, while here and there flames 
shot into the air and black columns of 
smoke made deep shadows upon the 
heavy masses of vapor. 

The next slide was a view of a por- 
tion of Pompeii restored, giving the fo- 
rum as it must have appeared at the 
time of the destruction of the city, 
showing the elegant and graceful mag- 
nificence of its buildings, Other slides 

ave several interiors of Pompeiian 
Swellinas: a view of the genuine vol- 
canic dust swept up from a window-sill 
in Naples. By an ingenious device the 
lecturer showed a shower of ashes on 
the screen. | 

The last slide was a picture of the 
Naples vase found in Pompeii in one of 
the tombs. This vase and the beauti- 
fully-frescoed interiors of Roman houses 
which were shown on the screen were 
exhibited in all their original colors and 
gave an added charm toa lecture that 
abounded in valuable information. 


A WATER CASE. 


A Comment Contractor Gets Away with the 
Water Company. 

A water case of more than passing in- 
terest came up in Justice Austin's de- 
partment of the Police Court yesterday. 
M. E. C. Munday, 'Esq., represented the 
defendant, J. W. Patillo, the contractor, 
and the people’s interests were looked 
out for by Deputy District Attorney 
Phibbs. 

From the testimony it seems that 
Patillo has been engaged in putting 
down cement sidewalks the 
southern portion of the city, and, as 
considerable water is used in the busi- 
ness, Patillo entered intoa contract with 
the water company for water. He had 
trouble with the company ovér some 
trifling matter, and they revoked his 


ermit. He continued to use the water, 

owever, and was duly arrested. He 
showed in his defense that he used the 
water without the company’s permis. 
sion, but he tendered them pay for the 
same, which they refused to accept. 
He was discharged.

A Peculiar 


Battery Case Tried Before 
Justice Austin. ‘ 

Rather a singular battery case was 
tried in Justice Austin’s department. of 
the Police Court yesterday morning be- 
fore a jury. The defendant isa small 
German named Gregory Bliattner, and 
he is so crippled and deformed that he 
can hardly get around, but he proved 
himself quite an active athlete the other 
night, when Harvey Davis, one of the 
biggest officers on the force, arrested 
him for drunkenness. The fellow was 
armed with a club, which he used freely 
on Davis’ head. 

It was believed that he was shamming 
lameness until testimony was intro- 
duced showing that he has been a 
cripple for a number of years. 

e tried his own case after engaging 
a couple of attorneys, one a Frenchman 
and the other a German. They did not 
suit him and he conducted his case in a 
most amusing manner. He was con- 
victed of battery and will be sentenced 
today.

A Seenie Route Which Has Attained 
Remarkable Popularity. 


A Condensed Epitome of Southern Call. 
fornia, Embracing . Mountain, 
Foothill, Valley and Plain 


~A Pleasant Trip. 


It is doubtful whether in the whole 
United States there isa railroad route 
that has in so shorta time sprung into 
prominence as the happily-named 
‘“‘kite-shaped track’? of the Southern 


California Railway. To some extent 


this isdue to the recent inauguration 
of a “Times Flyer,’’ which, leaving 
Los Angeles at 5:30 every morning, 
carries the paper to residents of the 
San Bernardino Valley by breakfast 
time.

Valley, devoted to the raising of citrus 
and deciduous fruits. 

Pomona, a model horticultural settle- 
ment, has attained the dignity of a city 
during the past fev —. 

San Bernardino, a city of im- 

rtance, is at the junction of the two 

It lines. The mountains on the north 
and east frame in a picture of. won- 
drous beauty. 

Redlands, a city ,whose growth, ex- 
tending over only five years, is like a 
tale of fairyland, sits onthe hills em- 
bowered in orange groves and vineyards, 
among which are dotted tasteful villas. 
At Mentone the turn of the track is 
made, and the train once more speeds 
westward through the choicest orange. 
growing section of Southern California, 

Next comes Riverside, whose fame as 
an orange-growing section is world- 
wide. South Riverside is the nearest 
station to the great Temescal tin mines. 
Farther on the route follows the wind. 
ings of the Santa Ana River to Orange, 
the county seat of the county of that 
name. Here the surf line to San Diego 
branches off. 

Next comes Anaheim, the parent col- 
ony of Southern California; Fullerton, 
Northam and Rivera, all pleasant 
places and rapidly growing on the solid 
basis of horticultural products. Cross- 
ing the Los Angeles River the tour is 
completed. 

The Southern California Railway Com- 
pany is now selling kite-shaped tickets 
over this scenic line, good for ten days, 
with stop-over privileges, which are 
available from any point on the line.

A Successful Young Lawyer.

Commotion Caused by an Inno- 
Infant. 


Occupants of a Block on Broadway 
Stampeded. 


The Police Called in to Quiet the 
Disturbance. 


The Sensation Equal to an Earthquake 
While It Lasted, so far as the 
Immediate Vicinity Was 
Concerned. 


Quite a commotion was created re- 
cently ina block on Broadway by an 


. innocent year-old baby. The baby and

supply of pure mountain water; large 
groves of huge live oaks and pines, and m. 
habited by an exceptionally fine class of 
cultured and refined people. Everybody is 
happy and prosperous and would got take 
the world for their beautiful homes which 
they so richly admire. 

The chief industry is bee-raising, nearly 
everyone having some bees. The raising of 
cattle and hogs is largely entered into and 
in thecourse of a few years will be a great 
stock-raising district, the adjoining mount- 
ains affording abundant pasturage. 

Among the prominent residents here are 
T. H. Mitchell, an old gentleman who has 
resided here for over twenty-five years, 
being one of the first settlers. He has 
about 800 stands of bees and clears about 
$5000 per annum from fis honey product. 
He also has a large horse ranch situated on 
the “‘Chicolope’’ Mountain, about ten miles 
to the left of Soledad. % 

Probably the most highly improved place 
is that of D. R. Manning, formerly chief of 
the San Francisco fire departmgnt, who 
came here about eight years ale for his 
chealth. Atthattime Mr. Manning was in 
the last stages of consumption, but now he 
is as robust and hearty as any man, and his 
health is completely restored.

This is the head 
mart in the world for the bergamot es. 
sence made from the Bergamot lemon, 
although silk, oil, wine, almonds, figs, 
wheat, oranges and the ordinary lemon of 
commerce each afford a larger income. 
But the essence of the Bergamot lemon is 
no trifle. Even forty — ago 70,000 
pounds of the essential oil—the true base 
ot cologne water and all fine scents—were 
roduced in Reggio and its neighborhood 
rom the Bergamot lemon. The price is 
always high per pound, and in 1855 it 
brought $18 per pound. So, you see, that 
70,000 pounds would sell for no less than 
$1,260.000. It is a curious fact that no 
invention for obtaining this precious essen- 
tial oil has superseded the simple method 
of hand work. The usual mode of express- 
ing the essential oil is to take the split 
Jemon, or the fresh peel, and squeeze it 
against a sponge. There may be other 
processes of refining and distilling after- 
ward, but the chief business is the hand 
work thus described. 
» Phe true Bergamot lemon is often a color 
as deep as thatof the orange, although I 
have seen some that were paler. The de- 
mand for ‘cologne water,’’ ‘Florida 
water’’ and other perfumed essences is 
constantly increasing, and with our present 
protective tariff I do not see why the warm- 
est portions of Southern California could 
not be profitably utilized in cultivating 
this aromatic lemon. 
There are, I believe, $1,000,000 or 
$2,000,000 lost each year to the true cit- 
rus belt of California by neglecting the 
making of essential oils, the preparation of 
orange peel, and other means of. deriving 
profit from the rind and the juice of un- 
saleable (as edible articles) citrus fruits. 
If the Italians profit to the extent of millions 
of dollars, outside of selling citrus fruits 
for the table, why should not America do 
the same in Southern California?

whose words have thrilled hearts in 
both continents with an intenser long- 
ing for a fuller knowledge of the truth 
which he exemplified and preached. 
The story of such a man’s life can but 
be of interest tothe thoughtful reader 
everywhere, for he was notonly a great 
Christian. teacher and philanthropist, 
but he was a man of the people, in sym- 
pathy with them and seeking by every 
means in his power to lift them up to 
higher hopes and nobler aspirations. 

This story of his life is not only an 
outline of the great -work which he 
accomplished, but it affords the reader 
many a delightful glimpse of the man 
and the boy as he lived his daily life at 
home or among his people.

This work, by a civil engineer of Los 
Angeles, has already been alluded to in 
the editorial columns of Tue Timgs. It 
is the most complete 
treatise of the kind ever published and 
it will take its place as standard at- 
thority in the construction of irriga- 
tion works. The recent publications 
by William Ham Hall, State Engineer, 
are more inthe nature of the history 
of irrigation, its laws and principles ir 
ancient and modern times and a review 
of the field in California. Mr. Flynn’s 
treatise does not cover the same 
ground, but is a technical work for the 
use of éhgineers. The book, which 
comprises two volumes in one, starts 
off by dividing canal work into two 
great classes: Those for irrigation 
alone and those for irrigation and navi- 
gation combined. He devotes consid- 
erable space to detailed reports of some 
of the most important irrigation works 
in India, where the author was located 
for eleven years as an _ engineer 
in the émploy of the British govern- 
ment, The chapter on ‘“‘American and 
Indian Irrigation Canals Compared’’ is 
ve instructive and valuable.

The Pacific Wine and Spirit Review has 
the following market report; ‘The wine 


“trade is in a very fair condition, and there 
are indications for a go6d spring trade. 
Orders for delivery this month and next 
are coming in briskly, which gladdens the 
shippers. The exportsthis month and in 
Apriland May will be very heavy. The 
trade situation, therefore, is hopeful. Be- 
tween the merchants and the producers 
transactions are few and far between. 
The merchants do not feelinclined to meet 
the views of the winemakers, preferring to 
draw on present stocks to meet the de- 
mands of trade, and the producers thus far 
feel disposed to hold out for their schedule 
of prices. A month more will decide the 
question as to which party will give in be- 
fore the next vintage. Good sweet wines 
are in demand, particularly the Angelicas. 
By reference to our statementof the pro- 
duction of sweet wine for the season it will 
be seen that there has been a total of 
®.875,611 gallons made up to January 31. 
All of the wineries in the first district have 
given up their locks, etc» to their sweet 
wine rooms and production is at an end. 
In the fourth district it is understood there 
are still a few thousand gallons to be ac- 
counted for.

The butter market was even weaker to- 
day than it was yesterday, but quotations 
are unchanged.
